Notes aud Incidents of the Seattle Fire- 
Nut a hifit Wm Lost-No Vt« for Idl« 
Hen. j 

Not a hiimnu life was lost in the Se- { 
attle eonilugratiuu. Careful iiivestiga. i 
tion shows that no one is missing, and ' 
the twoskeleton8,orpieces(>f bones, found ' 
in the ruins, are known to have been 
.■articulated, showing that tliey belongisd . 
ti> physicians' oftices. There is no nioin- 
bcr of the tire department iiiiasiiig, and 
the bones found in the Chinese quarter 
were those ready to be forwarded to the 
Fhnvery Kingdom. 

The actual space ravaged by the fiamea 
covers 10'2 acres. Not «, building ot any 
kind is standing intact in that urea, and 
the scene presented to-day is quite dif- 
I'cicut from that of eight days ago. 
There are a thousand men busily at 
work ill the blackened ruins, getting 
out what is left of any aocoiiiit wdiaf- 
ever, piling up the bricks in the streets, 
wheeling away debris, pulling down 
dangerous wnll.s, laying foundations, 
erecting tents and lixing the cable rail- 
ways. 

A visit to the headquarters of the .Se- 
attle relief uotnniitteo shows that about 
100 persons a d.iy are being t<eiik out of 
town on railroad passes, principally to 
Taconia, PorthiiKl, British C'olumbia, 
.Spokiiiie Fulls, and in some rare in- 
htances to St. J'aul and Cliieago. 

I'eoplo who make application are 
served with an order for tents, beds, 
cooking uteusil.s, shoes, clothing, tools, 
etc. Each case is hurriedly 
investigated by the ohairiiiaii of the 
committee, Judge .1. R. Lewis, ox-Ciov- 
eriior Ferry, John Leary or other mem- 
bers of the committee. The applicants 
to go out of^ the city are given pas-^cs to 
whatever point they ask to be seat lo. 
.Most of these applicants are bartenders, 
gamblers, toughs, printers and thefloat- 
ers of a community. 

Many of the applicants for help are 
women whose liusbands will net nsk for 
aid. Some are widows who lost their 
little home. Some are abandoned crea- 
tures whom charity cannot desert in 
their extremity. 

A stalwart man came in yesterday 
and asked for uid. He said he was will- 
ing to work. Judge Lewis said he 
would giv'j him work. 

'•How iiiiieh a day ';" asked the man. 

"Two dollars," sa,id the judge. 

"I would not work for that. I am a 
tkiUed laborer," said the applicant 

"TheH you had better get out of 
town,'' rejilied the judge, "for [ am 
working ten hours a day myself for 
nothing." 

.-\ few women have applied lo leave 
town, but there is such a dcmuiid for 
domestic help that the commiltee would 
not grant them [inises. No laboring 
men are sent away, and by Mimday, 
said . I edge Lewis, there ought not to Ih; 
an idle man in .Seattle. 

All the houts are crowded between 
Tacoma und Seattle, and are running 
one and two hours behind schedule 
time. The amount of freight going into 
.Seattle by boat and rail is enormous. 
There is a loud cull fiom the business of 
both cities for better accommodation by 
rail. 

A promiiiont lumber dealer said

I hey knew how , niuoh ;depea^ upon 
heir action uud how .di'eatifnl arc the 
ron3e<iuenoes of iniotJon and neglect, 
we are quite Sure they would not delay 
taking the necessary measures to drain 
; cleanse the city a siiiyle liuiir. 
There is no iiueation that the length of 
our Uvea and the enjoyment , we derive 
I'lom living depend in n greti't nfoasure 
upon ouraelvea. An authority who has 
studied the subject deeply says; 

"We live or we die, live well or

I low long shall we live 7 is a ipicstion 
that many good people loolt upon as 
absurd, or perhaps, more correctly, 
as wickedly presumptuous. 'I'liey he- 
licve that every man dies wlieii his time 
ooiiies, ami that that lime is tixeil liy a 
I'oxrer over which he has no control. 
Death is to them mysterious, inllexible, 
and Uiey believe that there is no put- 
ting oil' tlie day of his coming, lie 
conies, they say, when he is sent, no 
matter what form he takes. 'I'liere is 
no arguing against fatalism of this kind. 
'I'lic logical couclu.sion of this creed is 
that all means that have been devised 
lor preserving and lengthening life ate 
futile, if they are not .worse. But those 
wlio profess ..this belief are not logical, 
for wlien disease makes its appearance 
they aril as ready to apply the means ol 
cure as if tliey hclieveil that the ittsu(•^ 
of life and death were in the hands of 
l.ie physician. The tiuth is, whatever 
a man's abstract belief is, he acts ua if 
he wei-e convinced tli»t length of life in 
a rery great measure depends upon the 
observance or tltc neglect of the laws ot 
nature. Tiien the (picstioii iii ises, doc-^ 
nature ordain that so many people sliiiU 
die every year, no matter how they live,oi 
is it pi>ssil)le to lengthi.'ii the span of life 
. by fiudiwg out the mode of living wiiieh 
is most jonducive to longevity, and by 
conforming to that as closely as possible'. 
Wliat has been the experience of men in 
tlii.s re.-'pcct? It lias been found that 
by observing the laws of health thf 
death rate in some communities has been 
greatly lessened. In some favored parts 
of Great Britain the death rite is only 
fifteen to the tlnmsand, and in other 
parts a great many more than twice tliat 
number in the thousand ilie every year. 
What is the cause of the iliU'creiicc V It 
lias been found, too, that by draining a 
town, by making it clean in other re- 
spects, and by providing it with a good 
supply of pure water, the number ol 
deaths in it each year have been ver\ 
greatly reduced. In the town of New 
|jort tkiB deiUlis, previous to tlie con 
Htrnntion of sanittiry works, was Ill '.S ir. 
the -thousand per annum ; after thos( 
wo'rk^ had l>een establislicd the dcatl 
rate was reduced to -1 •() in the thou 
.saud. In thattown, before it was drained 
and sanitary regulations established, 
there were 7H7 deaths every year. Aftei 
the sewers were constructed the numbe; 
of deaths-^^aliowing tlmt the poptilatioi 
was the aanie — was only HM. 'I'lun 
is, till! iiiiproveiiieut in its sanitary 
condition saved '2Xi lives every year. 
'I'bis docs not look as if it were the wil 
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Tho San Francisco Examiner has been 
interviewing' school inspeetora, school 
superintendents, and school teachers as 
to the coiiipnrative intellectual capacity 
of boy.s ami girls. 'I'lic late competition 
and its result seem to have bawildered 
the men connected with education in 
San Francisco. They appear extreinely 
reluctant to accept accomplishe d I'u ts. 
They try to explain tliem away. The 
tacts are, tliat a selection of the licsl 
puiiils in llie school.-, icsultcd in liftccn 
:;ii ls and seventeen boys being chosen, 
rwciity-oiic were examined, one girl 
I ctii iiig from the competition. In this 
1 lass of twenty-one the six first places 
were won by girls. One would think 
that this competition as far as it went 
ill favor not of the eipiality but of 
the superiority of the female intellect 
lietween the ages of fourteen and si'vcii- 
teen, but as we have . said, the geiille- 
innu are very reluctant to admit this, 
i'liey have many ingenious ways of ac- 
counting for the !iMckwar<bioss of the 
iioys. A favorite one is that the boys 
think mmr of their sports than of their 
studies. The boy's attention in school 
IS well as out of school is taken up with 
haseball. Others say that the habit of 
.imoking cigarettes makes boys dull. 
This is greatly to he deplored if it ii* 
; 1 lie. Tlu'i e is hope for a boy who is so 
iIi.soi IhmI in athletic spiu'ts as to neglect 
ids studies. It may bu said that 
■le is building up his constitution, and 
(hat the vigor of his manhood will make 
up for any apparent loss ho may sus- 
Cain Ijy iiegleeting his books in his boy- 
■looil. Such a lioy's mind will he as 
droiig and as vigoicus as his body, ami 
>\ hen he .sets to work to study in earnest 
ic will soon overtake the puny book- 
worm. That is on the supposition that 
lie possesses bruins. But there is n 
dreary jirospcct before the lad who en- 
feebles Ilia mind ami injures his iii-i vou^ 
■iVstem by the habitual use of tobacco, 
lie will make a useless man, and will 
not probably live out hall hia days. 
Others say that the girls are smarter 
than the Iwys, and pay a greater atten- 
tion to details, hut that the boys show 
more originality, and that they will 
yitcli up to and pass the girls later on. 
This aiguinent of prophecy is a vt-iy 
poor one. When the boya continue in 
school years after the girls are sent 
home to help tlieir mothers or to shine 
in society, the su|)eriority of the former 
when their education in tinished is no 
indication of greater mental power. 
[<et the girl have tlie hihuc amount of 
•ilucatioii, and then it will be seen if alie 
lags behind. She is not doing so in 
Kngland, and she is not doing so in 
Canada, and we have a notion that she 
is able to hold her own in the States, 
[t would have been jiiat as well if the 
San I'rancisco school authorities had ac- 
knowletlgcd thai, so tar, the girls have 
iiail the best of it, .and that the boya, if 
they w,mt to keep up with them, 
will have to work a f;icat deal harder.
